2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or suggest the drive circuit drives the second display element 
with a signal produced by adding a signal produced based on the first image signal to 
the second image signal when the filter is off the optical path of the first color. The 
Japanese patent application publication cited by applicant in the 9/21/2005 information 
disclosure statement, JP 07-318883, teaches in paragraphs 0008, 0010, and 001 1 
altering the output of the display elements in response to purity of the red light changing 
when the dichroic mirror 9 is moved in the optical path, however, this reference does not 
describe adding a signal produced based on the first image signal to the second image 
signal when dichroic mirror 9 is moved off the optical path.
